Annuals were weeds that grew and pro- 
duced seed in one season. These weeds 
could be easily destroyed by ploughiug 
shallow when the plant was in blossom 
und thoroughly harrowing, afterwards, 

; With pieen teed. 

Bi-anuuals were weeds that took two 
\ years « produce seed. —This,class is much 
harde: to get ridof. By ploughing deep- 
ly and harrewing they can kept in 
check. and after a while exteiminated. 

Pre-annuals are weeds chat reproduce 

| thenizel ves from the root as well as by 

the seed. hese are the most difficult to 
destroy Ploughing only increases the 
crop ol weeds as the roots are broken up 
and scattered more but not killed. The 
sysiem employed to exterminate the evil 
is to cur, the crown of the root off while 
the seed is germinating. _ For illustrating 
his lecture Mr Lewis used pressed samples 
of. the weeds, in early growth and mutu- 
rity. The characteristics of each plant 
he explained and the method employed 
to destroy them.

The convention unanimously and 
enthusiastically endorsed the resolu- 
tion of the Canadian Council of Agri- 
culture, as passed at a recent meet- 
ing of that body. The endorsement 
was embraced in the following reso- 


. lution:

“That this convention does heartily 
endorse the resolution adopted by the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture and 
presented to the Dominion govern- 
ment on Dec. 16, 1910, and the dele- 
gates here assembled further reaffirm 
all of the principles laid down. at 
that convention.” 

Warm discussion was aroused by 
a resolution that was introduced, that 
the farmers support only those candi- 
dates of provincial and Dominion 
legislature who pledge themselves to 
support the initiative, referendum 
and recall, and who place in the 
hands of the locals of the U. F. A. of 
their variqus ’ constituencies an un- 
dated, signed resignation, that is to be 
presented to the speaker of the house 
of which they. are members, if so de- 
manded by 25 per cent. of ‘the voters 
of the said constituency. 

. J. Fream, secretary of the associ- 
ation, objected strongly to the parf of 
the resolution following the words 
“initiative, referendum and _ recall.’ 
He declared that it was straight boss- 
ism to add the clause about resigna- 
tion, and he urged the delegates not 
to favor it. It would harm the U. F. 
A. and its principles. 

Mr. Warner supported Mr. Fream, 
and an amendment followed that all 
words following. “‘initiative, referen- 
dum and recall” be stricken out. The 
delegates favored this. George Hoad- 
ley, M.P.P. for Okotoks, said that he 
was perfectly Es to pledge him- 
self in favor of the initiative, the re- 
ferendum and the recall. 

The mover of the resolution, Mr. 
Alexander, of Millet, refused tg allow 
it to be altered. Owing to this the 
convention by a very large a cg 
voted that the resolution be laid on 
the | table, although. itis understood 
that the farmers will not in future 
favor supporting candidates for politi- 
eal positions unless they approve of 


‘the principles, of the initiative, refer- 


endum and recall. 

An important matter taken up dur- 
ing the last moments was the resolu- 
tion to agree to endeavor to join the 
different farmers’ confederations of 
the provinces of the Dominion into 
one great association. This will need 
money, and the plan is to have volun- 
tary contributions given by farmers, 
ranging from twenty-five cents to as 
many dollars as one wishes to con- 
tribute, These amounts are to be 
sent to the central board, the sub- 
scriptions to be handled by the Grain 
Growers’ Guide of Winnipeg. With 
a good fund raised from this source 
it is expected that a wonderful work 
of organization can be accomplished. 
The delegates favored such a scheme 
and. voted solidly for it. 

At the meeting of the board of di+ 
rectors it was decided to make the 
headquarters of the organization in 
Calgary. Accordingly E, J. Fream, 
the secretary, will move his office 
from Innisfail here as soon as pos- 
sible. The secretary was: given a 
substantial increase in salary and 
will devote all his time to the work 
of the U. F. A.

SHEEP DIE IN STORM 


Between 10,000 and 15,000 Believed to 
Have Perished in 
Montana 


Lethbridge, Alta. — Reports from 
‘| Sweet Grass, Montana, just across 
the boundary from Coutts, Alta., say 
that thousands of sheep have been 
driven from the ranges by storms and 
the herders have been forced to 
abandon them. One herd of 1,100 
went over a cutbank and only the 
splendid work of three herders saved 
all of them from suffocation, As it 
was fifty were dead. In the Sweet 
Grass country it is estimated between 
10000 and 15,000 sheep are lost. 
Many of them will be smothered in 
drifts.

The New Cruisers and Destroyers for 
Canadian Navy Will be Ordered 
This Month 


Ottawa.—The January number of the 
navy organ df the navy league as-

First it quotes the following para- 
graph from the Army and Navy 
Gazette: “The four ngw cruisers and 
six destroyers which are to be built 
in the Dominion (Canada), are to be 
ordered by contract this month, and 
it is expected that Messrs. Vickers or 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff will ten- 
der, A year is to be allowed for the 
establishment of shipyards, towards 
the cost of which a subsidy will be 
given, and the first ships are to be 
ready within three years, all ten be- 
ing delivered within six years. 

‘The plans of the new ships have 
been drafted in accordance with the 
admiralty suggestions, and their total 
estimated cost will be from 2,000,000 
to 2,400,000 pounds.

PIONEER MISSIONARY DEAD 


Blair, 


Rev. Alex. McDonald, Who Had Been 
in the West for Over Fifty 
Years 


Stratheona.—The death took place 
on Saturday evening of Rev. Alex.

|. Ottawa.—A recent session of the 
|cabinet was entirely devoted to the 
| consideration of proposed legislation 
respecting terminal grain elevators. 
|No less than. three draft bills were 
‘taken up and discussed without re- 
sult, and the entire subject matter 
was then referred back to the depart- 
ment with the. instructions to draft 
a bill along the lines decided upon by 
| the government at that meeting. The 
bill is accordingly under way and 
will be taken up and considered by 
the cabinet. It is expected that the 
| bill, as finally aproved, will be intro- 
duced in the house next week, either 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier or by Hon. 
| Frank Oliver. 

The bill will repeal the Grain Act of 
}191), and will revise, amend and 
| codify all existing legislagion on the 
| subject of grain. Under fits terms a 
{commission will be appointed with 
| wide powers to regulate the handling 
of grain. Severe penalties, will be pro- 
vided for the mixing of grain and 
for a!l other malfeasance at terminal 
|grain elevators, and the act will be 
so worded that the president and 
| general officers of any terminal eleva- 
|tor company will be criminally liable 
|for any mixing of grain, even though 
{it may be impossible to prove person- 
al connivance on their part. 
| An officer of the department said in 
this connection. “The next time any 


| 


mixing of grain occurs there will be 
}no hook-keeper punished, but the 
| president of the company will go to 


the penitentiary.” 

It is understood that the penalty 
imposed will be a fine of $5,000 and 
| five years’ imprisonment with hard 
labor. Finally the governor-in-council 
| will be empowered at any time upon 
|the recommendation of the commis- 
sion to expropriate any or all term- 
‘inal grain elevators and to operate 
;them as public utilities. 


| Foodstuff, Grain, Vegetables, Fish 


and Other Products Will Go Into 
U. S. Without Duty 


Ottawa.—The announcement from 
Washington that tariff negotiations 
have been concluded and an agree- 
ment reached caused a good deal of 
| gossip around the headquarters of 
|the two political parties, and there 
was a good deal of speculating as to 
what time will reveal. 

The telegram received contains the 
information that Canadian food stuffs 
and farm products will be allowed to 
enter the United States free of duty 
but does not say what concessions 
|) Canada made in return. 

The impression here is that this 
statement will be found to be rather 
too sweeping and details of the treaty 
will reveal that certain products will 
go into the United States free or un- 
der a lower duty. 

It is definitely stated by a maritime 
member who claims to have inside in- 
formation that Canadian potatoes will 
be placed on the free list by the 
United States. This will be a boon te 
the maritime provinces, which grow 
big crops for a restricted market. 


TRAGIC FATE OF MUTINEERS 


Three Huhdred Brazilians Were Shot 
to Death Without Any Sort 
Of a Trial 


Porte Gulf, Miss.—That three hun- 
dred Brazilian mutineers were shot 
to death without the preliminary of 
court martial and that similar execu- 
tions are being held daily in Brazil, 
was the declaration made recently by 
officers on board the Brazilian steam- 
er King George, which arrived here 
from Rio Janeiro. The three hundred 
mutineers shot down were partici- 
pants in the second mutiny on Bor- 
| bras Island, when sailors and marines 
seized the fortress on the island and 
threatened to shell the city. The 
bodies were thrown into the bay to 
the sharks. The condemned men, 
who were shot upon orders from Presi- 
dent Fonseca, were taken to sea upon 
battleships and executed. 

The crews were lined up on_ the 
decks to witness the slaughter and 
proclamations were posted in bar- 
| racks, holding up the execution as an 
object lesson. The King George was 
in the harbor at Rio De Janeiro on 
the day of the second mutiny,

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON V.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
JAN, 29, 1911, 


Text of the Lesson, 11 Chron. xvii, 
1-18. Memory Verses, 3, 4—Golden 
Text, Matt. vi, 33—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This week’s lesson is much more /at- 
tractive than that of last week, inas- 
much as we are now introduced to hn. 
other good king of Judah, Jehoshaphat 
by name, who succeeded his father 
Asa and reigned twenty-five years. 
Last week it was chiefly the devil and 
his wickedness; now it is “chiefly Je- 
hovah and His ways. We say ‘“‘chief- 
ly” because there were some things in 
the life of Jehoshaphat which were 
not ordered by the Lord, though they 
were doubtless overruled by Him for 
good. I refer to his joining affinity 
with Ahab and with Ahaziah, kings 
of Israel, who both did very wickedly 
(xviii, 1; xx, 35). God wants a people 
wholly, set apart for Himself and in 
no way entangled by or mixed up with 
unbelievers. Our instructions are 
plainly written in II Cor. vi, 14-18; 
the only passage in the New Testa- 
nent outside of Revelation where we 
find the name “Almighty,” the signifi- 
cance of which we will not know in 
our experience unless we are wholly 
separated unto Him. 


Many beautiful things are said of 
Jehoshaphat in our lesson, such’ as 
“The Lord was with him; he sought to 
the Lord God of his father; his heart 
was lifted up in the ways of the 
Lord ;” also some grand things that he 
said are found in the record of him, 
such as “Believe in the Lord your 
God, so shall ye be established; be- 
lieve His prophets, so shall ye pros- 
per” (xx, 20); also his charge to the 
Levites and priests in chapter xix, 
9-11, and his prayer in chapter xx, 
6-12. 

It was most commendable that he 
should send throughout all the cities 
of Judah those who would teach out 
of the book of the law of the Lord 
(verse 9). So we read that the Lord 
established the kingdom in his hand, 
and not only all Judah, but also the 
Philistines and the Arabians, brought 
him presents, and he had riches and 
honor in abundance and waxed great 
excéedingly (verses 5, 10-12), a ful- 
fillment of the words, ‘‘Them that 
honor’me I will honor” (I Sam. ii, 30). 

It would have been a better record 
if it could have been written that this 
good king never in any way turned 
aside from doing right in the sight of 
the Lord, but only one ever lived on 
earth who knew no sin and did no 
sin. Ever since Adam sinned every 
mere man has proved himself to be a 
sinner. How wonderful it is and what 
glorious good news that He who never 
sinned, having been made sin for us. 
offers to blot out all our sins and put 
His righteousness to our account be- 
fore God, (II Cor. v, 21). 

When Jehoshphat went with Ahab 
to battle and almost lost his life there- 
by, when he in his extremity cried 
out, the Lord helped him, and God 
moved them to depurt from him 
(xviii, 29-31). It is only as the Lord, 
or Jehovah, who by grace becomes our 
righteousness, that God, or Elohim, the 
Creator, can do anything for such as 
we are. It was after Jehoshaphat had 
been rebuked for his sin in the matter 
of Ahab with the memorable and far- 
reaching words, “Shouldst thou help 
the ungodly and love them that hate 
the Lord,” that he said to the judges 
whom he appointed, “Take heed what 
ye do, for ye judge not for man, but 
for the Lord”’ (chapter xix, 2, 6, 7). 
When we see in ouwr-day those who 
profess to honor Jesus as God’ joining 
hands in so called good works with 
those who deny that Jesus is God it 
looks very much like a union of Christ 
and antichrist, an impossibility, and 
therefore all who unite in any way 
with the enemies of Christ are for the 
time being denying Him. 

The record of Jehoshaphat’s victory 
over the people of Ammon, Moab and 
Mount Seir in chapter xx is in many 
respects the most remarkable part of 
his story. His confession of utter 
helplessness and lack of wisdom, with 
his reliance upon God, as set forth in 


his prayer (verses 6-12), is very beau-. 


tiful’ The answer to his _ prayer 
through Jahaziel (verses 14-17) was 
most encouraging with its repeated 
“Be not afraid nor dismayed,” and its 
other words, so like those through 
Moses, when the Egyptians pursued 
Israel. Compare Ex. xiv, 13, 14, “If 
we are true children of God the bat- 
tle is always His, and it is ours to 
stand still and see the salvation of 
the Lord.” On this occasion the peo- 
ple went forth singing and praising 
the Lord, and not only were the ene- 
mies smitten, but they began to de- 
stroy themselves, It is always safe 
to believe God and to praise God, to 
bless the Lord at all times. 

So God gave Jehoshaphat rest 
round about, and his realm was quiet, 
and all the kingdoms feared God when 
they saw how He fought for Israel 
(xx, 29, 30). If we were to the Lord 
what He would like us to be He would 
fill us with His rest and peace and 
joy, and something of the life of Jesus 


} would be manifest in ub’ to His glory. 


In Jehoshaphat’s prayer Abraham is 
mentioned as the friend of God, and 
only in two other places is he thus 
mentioned, in Isa. xli, 8; Jas, ii, 23. 
But in john xv, 14, Jesus said, “Ye 
are my friends if ye do whatsoever I 
command you.”
